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ICE  CRE/M  PRODUCTION 

Ico  crean  production  in  the  United  States  in  January^  estimated  at  48,275,000 
gallons,  vj-as  3 percent  more  than  the  previous  record  production  for  the  month 
attained  in  January  last  year,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  repor'ts.  Output  vas  10  per- 
cent gi'cater  than  the  195^-02  average  for  January.  Compared  with  December,  produc- 
tion increased  6 percent.  Output  gained  7 percent  seasonally  at  .this  time  a year 
ago,  but  advanced  only  1 percent  on  the  average  in  the  1958-^2  period.  Temperat’ores 
d'l.iring  January  averaged  normal  or  above-  in  all  northern  areas  from  .the  Canadian 
I'order  southward  to  a line  passing  irregularly  through  the  middle  Oregon  Coast, 
noriln:ost-:.rn  Nevada,  north  central  Idaho,  northern  Te::as,  western  Tennessee,  central 
Ohiu,  and  southern  Pennsylvania.  Colder-than-normal  temperatures  prevailed  south 
of  ah is  line. 

The  miliefat  content  of  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  United  States  a.veraged 
3.0.9  percent  in  January  1964.  This  compares  with  11.0  percent  in  July  I963  and 
11.1  T3orcent  in  January  a year  earlier. 

Compared  with  January  1963^  production  was  more  ^ in  all  regions  except  the 
Sou  oh  Atlantic,  where  it  was  about  the  same.  The  North  Central  Region  slsowed  the 
g’-en,tost  increase:  10  percent.  Production  was  4 percent  more  in  both  the  North 
.l-cjn-ntic  Region  and  the  East  North  Central.  The  remaining  regions  all  showed 
a-  ■'■ancoG  of  1 percent.  In  the  three  leading-producing  states,  output  was  up  12 
p-.rcent  in  Pennsylvania,  and  5 percent  in  California,  but  was  dovm  3 percent  in  New 
YvOK.  In  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  North  Central  Regions,'  all  other  important - 
pioducing  states  had  increases  except  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  the  Dakotas,  and  Kansas. 

Compared  A/ith  the  1958-62  average  for  January,  increases  in  all  regions 
ranged  from.  4 percent  in  the  Mountain  to  15  percent  in  the  Pacific.  Production  was 
up  11  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  l4  percent  in  the  West  North 
Central.  Output  was  6 percent  more  in  the  South  Central  States  and  10  percent 
larger  in  the  South  Atlantic . Production  was  7 percent  more  in  the  North  Atlantic 
States.  Output  was  8 percent  larger  in  both  New  Yorh  and  Pennsylvania,  and  18  per- 
cent greater  in  California  . Decreases  were  shov-m  onl^^  in  New  Jersey,  Iowa,  Kansas, 
West  Virginia,  Tennessee,  Louisiana,  and  Oklahomia.

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ICE  MILK  PRODUCTIOII 


Production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  during  January  vms  estimated  at 
10^245^000  gallons.  This  was  15  percent  larger  than  in  January  I963  and  60  percent 
greater  than  the  I958-62  average  for  the  month. 

Output  gained  I3  percent  from  December  to  January,  compared  with  12  percent 
betircen  these  months  a year  earlier,  and  4 percent  on  the  average  in  the  preceding 
5 -year  period.  Seasonal  gains  occurred  in  all  regions  except  the  North  Atlantic, 
whore  it  decreased. 

Compared  with  January  1963^  ice  milk  production  increased  in  all  regions. 
Increases  were  sharp  in  all  regions  except  the  South  Atlantic.

SHERBET  PRODUCTIOII 

Sherbet  manufacture  in  the  United  States  in  January  totaled  2,270,000  gallons. 
This  \.'as  up  7 percent  from  January  I963  and  22  percent  from  the  average  for 

the  month.  Production  advanced  14  percent  between  December  and  January  this  winter, 
compared  with  I6  percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  11  percent  on  the  average 
in  the  5 -year  period.  Output  increased  seasonally  in  all  regions  of  the  country 
except  the  North  Atlantic,  where  it  decreased. 

Production  of  sherbet  in  January  was  more  than  a year  earlier  in  all  regions 
except  the  South  Atlantic,  where  it  was  unchanged,  and  the  Pacific,  where  it  de- 
creased slightly.  Increases  were  the  sharpest  in  the  Uest  North  Central  and  the 
South  Central  Regions. 
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"MELLORII'-IE-TITE"  FROZEN  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION 

U.G.  Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  raade  vith  fats  and  oils 
other  than  niillcfat  was  estimated  at  3^3^0^000  gallons  in  January^  the  Crop  Report- 
ing Board  reports.  This  vas  5 percent  more  than  in  January  I963  and  3I  percent 
greater  than  the  I958-62  average  for  the  month. 

The  seasonal  increase  from  December  to  January  \ro.3  34  percent,  compared  vith 
26  percent  between  these  months  a year  earlier  and  I8  percent  on  the  average  in  the 
1958  -62  period.  Output  gained  seasonally  in  all  important  Mellorine-produciiig 
states  encept  Missouri,  where  it  decreased,  and  Louisiana  where  it  was  unchanged. 

Compared  with  January  1963^  Ilellorine  production  iras  less  in  Missouri, 
Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Texas,  Montana  and  Oregon.  Output  was  unchanged  in  Indiana, 
South  Carolina  and  Nevada.  Increases  were  shovm  in  all  other  Mellorine -producing 
states .

liATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  water  ices  in  the  United  States  during  January  was  placed  at 
805^000  gallons.  This  vra,s  4 percent  less  than  in  January  1963^  8ut  10  percent  more 
than  the  Z-year  average  for  the  month.  Output  advanced  25  percent  from  December  to 
January,  the  same  as  the  average  in  the  1958-52  period.  The  seasonal  increase 
bet'i/een  these  months  a year  ago  was  39  percent.  Output  advanced  sharply  in  all 
regions  except  the  North  Atlantic,  wliere  it  declined. 

Compared  with  a year  earlier,  water  ice  production  increased  in  the  East 
Nsrth  Central  Region  and  the  South  Central,  Output  iras  unchanged  in  the  West  North 
Central  States.  The  remaining  regions  recorded  decreases.
